He is usually the wage 
earner, the bread winner, and around home, from the 
very nature of his make-up he is called upon to do the 
rough work; that is his share. 


He looks after the horse, he builds the fire, he looks 


after the cellar, fixes up the machine and lifts the heavy 
parcels and packages here and yonder, and does not go 
into ecstacy oveniew clothes and does not-appear to 
need the gentleness that others receive. 


And by this process there seems to come a period 


in many homes of forgetfulness of Dad. He is associ- 
ated with the rough things. If the thought comes at all, 
accompanying it is the added thought, "O well, it's Dad. 
he won't care." 


And so we can actually find homes where the wom- 


en folks keep up the attractiveness of their personal ap- 
pearance that they had before marriage, but Dad, be- 
cause he is not having it emphasized to him, neglects his, 
and nobody seems to care, and nobody suggests, and'fre- 
quently we note, when the occasion forces the couple out 
on the' street that there is a lack of harmony in their 
dress. Dad has been the man of all rough work and they 
have forgotten him. 


Somebody has suggested a ''Dad's Day" and it has 


been set for Elyria and Lorain County for April 17, when 
Dad is to be'especially remembered, not because he asks 
for it, not because of any need he ma»y happen to have, 
not because Dad has been complaining, not to placate 
him for being angry or impatient, but they have just set 
a day apart to remember Dad, to let him know that we 
recognize that even though he may be doing rougher 
work and he may be away from home, most of the day, 
and does not have time to become interested in the lit- 
tle details of the home as do the rest, that we recognize 
that his'heart is righ't and that some of these things that 
we associate with him just sJgffi to be, and that he really 
loves the beautiful and trie new and the appropriate, just 
as much as mother and the children. 


And so the business men have contemplated this 


day for Dad and it is being heard from various sources 
that it should have been thought of before, and that Dad 
deserves it. And special plans for the day are going to 
be made and the thought of the whole household is go- 
ing to be for Dad that day; for his convenience, for his 
joy, to bring to him recollections that will be sweet, not 
because it is his birthday, because it isn't, it is just for 
him. 


It has been suggested that The Chronicle-Telegram 


might publish that day, tributes to Dad from those who 
would desire to send them in. 


We have had the glowing tributes to Mother. She 


deserves them, no one more, no, not half so much. But 
because of this, sometimes the old faithful plodder, si- 
lent and to a degree unexpressive, has been forgotten. 


Wouldn't it be fine to write tributes to Dad? _ In 


any case, there is to be in thousands of homes, particu- 
lar attention paid to Dad, and he is to be remembered 
in a beautiful and substantial way.
